Were t1YACINTH. 


The following article from our Mr. Peter Henderson’s recent work, the ‘“ Handbook of 


Plants,” may be of interest to our readers, and will also give an idea of the 


scope of this valuable work, as all leading Bulbs and Plants 


are referred to in the same practical manner. 


Hyactntaus. The Hyacinth. Linn. Hexandri-Mono- 
gy tt Nat. Ord. Li iuscee. 

The Hyacinth is a native of the Levant, and was first in- 
troduced into England in 1596, but it was kuown to 
Dioscorides, who wrote about the time of Vespasian. 
Gerarde, in his Herbal, published at the close of 
the sixteenth century, enumerates four vurieties, 
the single and double blue, the purple, and the 
violet. In that valuable old book on_ gardening 
* Paradis. in Sole Pu-udisus terrestris,’ published 
by Johu Parkinson in 1629, there are mentioued and de- 
scribed eight different varieties. He tells us “some are pure 
white; auotheris almost white, but having a show of 
blueness, especially at the brims and bottoms of thie 
flowers; others again are of a very faint blush; some 
are of as deep a purple asa violet; others of a purple 
tending to redness, aud some of a paler purple; some 
again are of a fair blue; others more watclet, and some 
so pale a blue as if it were more white than blue. After 
the flowers are pust, there rise up great tliree-square 
heads, bearing round black seed, greataud sh n ug ” Dur- 
iug the two hundred and fifty years that have passed 
suice the above was penued, there has been a steady im- 
provement in the size, form, aud color of the flowers of 
this plant. From the eight’varieties of 1629 more than 
four thousaid varieties have been produced and cata- 
logued, from which number upward of two hundred vari- 
eties are suvjects of extensive commerce. The Hyacinth 
is a uuiversal favorite in the most extended applicat ou of 
the word. The number of its varieties is now tully equal 
to that of any other florist’s flower. They are usually 
grown for forcing into Hower in the dull, cheerless mouths 
of winter and early spring, when their delicately-colored 
flowers and rich fragrance lend a charm not otherwise to 
be found. They are equally desirable tor planting in beds, 
or in the gardcu border. For forcing, the bulbs should be 
potted from the middle to the end of Septemher in tive-ineh 
pots, in rich, light earth and placed in a cold frame or 
under a wall, where they can be covered with wooden 
shutters, or some similar contrivance, to keep off heavy 
rains; in either case they should be covered a foot thick 
with newly fallen leaves, and being once well watered 
after potting, they may be left for a month to form their 
roots, when the most forward should be bronght out, and, 
after re-potting into larger pots, according to the appur- 
ent strength of the bulbs, should be placed in a gentle 
heat. Some care is unecessary in the application and in- 
crease of this, or the flowers will be abortive; it should 
not exceed 50° for the first three weeks, but afterward 
may be increased gradually to 60° or 65°, and if the pots 
are plun-ed into bottom heat the same careful increase 
should be observed, or the points of the roots will infalli- 
bly be killed. One-third the depth of the pot is fully suf- 
ficient at first, and if the heat is brisk they should not be 
plunged more than half way at any time When the 
flower stems have risen to nearly their full height, and 
the lower flowers of the spike ure beginning to expand, 
the plants should be removed toa lower temperature, us- 
ually afforded by the greenhouse, and when the flowers 


are fully expanded, the plants can be taken to the sitting- 
room or wherever their presence is desired, observing to 
protect them from sudden changes or cold draughts of 
air, and the water given to them should be moderately 
warm. Hyacinths in glasses are an elegant and appro- 
priate ornament to the drawing-room, aud for this pur- 
pose occasion little trouble. The bulbs should be pro- 
cured and placed in the glasses as early in the season as 
possible, keeping them in the dark until their roots are 
well started, after which the lightest position that can be 
afforded is the best; the waterin which they grow should 
be changed twice or thrice a week, and in severe weather 
the plants must be removed from the window, so as to 
be secure from frost. For decorating the flower garden, 
the bulbs should be planted in October or the early part 
of November, in light, rich soil, at a depth of four inches 
from the crown of the bulb to the surface of the earth. 
It may be necessary to place sticks to them when in 
bloom, to prevent them being broken by the wind, and 
this is all the attention they require till the foliage is 
withered, and the season has arrived for taking them up, 
when, instead of the usual practice of drying them at 
once in the sun, we would advise the Dutch method to 
be adopted, namely, to place them side by side onasunny 
spot of ground, aud cover them with about an inch of 
loose earth, to thoroughly ripen by the subdued heat im- 
parted to the e.rth which surrounds them Left in this 
position for a fortnight, they will become dry and firm, 
and an hour or two of sunshine will finish them properly 
for storing. The mul iplication and vsrowth of Hyaciuths 
for sale is principally carried on out of doors in the vicin- 
ity of Hlaarlem, in Holland. The sandy soil, and mois- 
ture of both soil and climate in that country, are peculiar- 
ly favorable to the growth of the Hyacinth. Hundreds 
of acres are there devoted to ihe culture of these and 
kindred plants, and the Haarlem gardeus are a gay sight 
from the early season of the year till far on in the sum- 
mer, ‘The process of multiplication is carried on by sow- 
iug the seeds, or by taking offsets from the parent bulb. 
By seeds new varieties only are obtained; itis by offsets 
tue already known and valued kinds are increased. ‘The 
bulbs are cut vrosswise, and sprinkled with sand to ab- 
sorb any superfluous moisture that may exude from the 
incisions. After atime they are planted in the earth, 
when numerous small bulbs are formed on the edges of 
these incisions. At the expiration of one season they 
are again lifted from the ground, and the numerous small 
bulbs, sull ouly. partially developed, are separated from 
the parent root aud planted out aguis and again, year 
after year, for three or four years, before they become 
flowering bulbs of tine murket quality ‘he white Roman 
Hyacinth is largely used for forcing for winter flowers by 
the florists of New York and all large cities. In New 
York alone upward of five hundred thousand bulbs are 
used during the winter, and the numberis rapidly increasing 
each year. The flower spikes average four cents each at 
wholesale. By a succession of plantings, beginning in 
September, they are had in flower from November till May, 
and even later —/Henderson’s Handbook of Plants.

For many years a constantly increasing interest has been taken in this beautiful genus, oe as a result, 
numberless beautiful new Hybrids and varieties have been produced, of which the best and most distinct types 
will be found in the fo! lowing list, which may be justly considered as the “cream” of existing aahia: Amaryllis 
culture is easy and simple, the only secret being to give them alternately a season of excitement, and a period of repose. 
To do this effectually, the plants should be abundantly Be with water and heat, and placed near the glass when 
they are coming into flower, and water should be withheld from them by degrees when they are done flowering, till they 
have entirely ceased growing, when they should be kept quite dry andina state of rest. When in this state they 
may be put in any obscure part of the greenhouse where it is dry and of a temperature not under 40 or 50 degrees. 
If kept in such a situation during winter, some kinds may be turned out into a warm border in spring, where they 
will flower; and if the season be fine, they will renew their bulbs in time to be be taken up before the approach of frost. 
The chief value of these plants, however, is to produce flowers in the winter season, which they readily do, if they are 
kept dry and dormant during the latter part of the summer andautumn. Indeed, by having a large stock of these bulbs, a 
regular succession of flowers may be procured during every month in the year. When the ‘dormant bulbs are intended to 
be thrown into flower, they should be fresh potted in sandy loam and leaf-mould,and put in a hot-house or hot-bed, the 
heat beginning at fifty degrees, and ascending to sixty or seventy degrees; and when the leaves appear, they should be 


abundantly supplied with water.

The failures which attend the winter flowering of this 
plant are mainly owing to the use of improperly developed 
roots. As with other similar plants, a certain size or 
development of the crown, or underground bud, is essen- 
tial to produce the flower.

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WINTER FLOWERING PLANTS 
FOR THE PARLOR OR GREENHOUSE. 


The increase in the taste for winter-flowering plants within the past five years, has been 
even more positive than that for the cultivation of plants out of doors. Formerly it was rare 
for florists to fill an order in the fall, but now, during the months of October, November, and 
December, they make shipments daily in large quantities to every section of the country; and 
these nearly equaling in number, those of plants for the open ground in May and June. 

Culture.—During the winter months the evaporation of water from pots or boxes is 
very slow, and plants are apt to suffer from an excess of moisture. To obviate this, care should 
be taken to have perfect drainage. This is best obtained by filling the pot or box to one-third 
its depth with broken pots or charcoal, and placing the earth on top of that. 

Soil.—The soil in use by florists is usually composed of three parts of rotted sods and 
one part rotted stable manure, but whenever soil is wanted in small quantities, it is cheapest to 
get it from a florist, if near by, but where such are not convenient, any good soil such as will 
grow good corn or potatoes will answer, if mixed with one-fourth rotted stable manure—or in 
the absence of that, use about one-twentieth part of bone dust. 

Inseets.—The insects that principally infest plants in winter are the Aphis or Green 
Fly, Red Spider and Rose Bug. The first can easily be destroyed, either by the application of 
tobacco water (about the color of strong tea) or snuff; the Red Spider by Cole’s Insect 
Destroyer, or frequent syringing with water. The Rose Bug can only be kept off by hand 

icking. 
E “Mildew.—This great scourge of the Rose is easily checked by a few applications of our 
mildew mixture. See offer among Requisites. 
~ Temperature,—As many who may wish to order from this list are unaware of the 
different degrees of heat that each variety of plants require, we have prefixed a star to such 
as need a temperature of from 55° to 65° at night. Those not thus marked do well in a 
temperature varying from 45° to 55°.

In presenting this list of Seeds, we would call special attention to the time and manner 
of sowing. Full directions are given in our work, “ GARDENING FoR Prorit,” but we again 
place it here in a condensed form. Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce Seeds that are to be sown 
to produce plants for cold frames, should be sown from 10th to 30th September, taking the 
latitude of New York as a guide (where they are sown about 15th Sept.), earlier if for the 
North—later if for the South. In all cases be sure that the soil in which the seed is to be sown 
is thoroughly pulverized by digging or ploughing, harrowing or raking—sow in beds—4 feet 
wide is convenient—having the surface level and smooth. After sowing, rake regularly again 
over the surface, and roll, or pat the bed down with the back of a spade. Spinach should be 
sown about the same dates, the ground covered with at least two inches deep of rotted stable 
manure, or in lieu of that some concentrated fertilizer at rate of 1 to 2 tons per acre, then well 
ploughed or dug, and harrowed or raked. The seed sown in rows at one foot apart, if to be 
worked by hoe ; at twenty inches, if to be worked by horse. The ground to be rolled in any 
case after sowing, if it can be done. :

Mushroom Spawn. 

Mushrooms may be grown in a warm cellar or shed in Winter, or in the open air in 
Summer. Take partially dry fresh horse manure, and lay it in a heap to ferment, turn and mix 
it well every few days, and when well and equally fermented, which will be in from ten to 
fifteen days, it may be made into a bed four feet wide and about two feet deep, mixing it well 
together, and beating or treading it firmly. As soon as the temperature of the bed falls from 
75 degrees to 50 degrees, the spawn may be inserted in pieces about the size of a walnut, about 
two inches deep and six inches apart. Cover with loamy soil about two inches deep, and beat 
it down eyenly and firmly. Finish off with a covering of clean straw or hay about a foot thick, 
Water when necessary with luke-warm water, and expect mushrooms in from four to six weeks.

In nearly all cases the preparation of the lawn should be preliminary to the laying out of flower-beds, and 
especially so in the case of grounds having pretentions to what is called landscape gardening. The formation of the 
Jawn is too often hastily and imperfectly done. It is the foundation of all subsequent operations, and if badly done 
at first the fault can never be remedied afterwards. The first thing to be done is to get the ground shaped to the de- 
sired grade, taking care in grading that when hills or rocks are removed, sufficient subsoil is also removed to be re- 
placed with top soil, so that at least five inches of good soil will overlay the whole in all places. When the grading 
is finished, if the nature of the ground requires it, drains should be laid wherever necessary; then the whole should 
be thoroughly plowed, a subsoil following in the wake of the common plow, until it is completely pulverized. A 
heavy harrow should then be applied until the surface is thoroughly fined down; all stones, roots, etc., should be re- 
moved so that a smooth surface may be obta‘ned. 

The lawn is now ready to be sown. When the seed is sown, a light harrow should be again applied, and after 
that a thorough rolling given, so that the surface 1s made as smooth and firm as possible. In the latitude of New 
York, the seed may be sown any time during the months of April and May, and will form a good lawn by August if 
the preparation has been good. If sown in the hot months of June or July, a sprinkling of oats should be sown at 
the same time so that the shade given by the oats will protect the young grassfrom the sun. Lawns are very oft 
soon during the early fall months (September being the best) with excellent results. In our extensive experience we 
have found that the formula for seed for lawn grass which we call the ‘“‘ Central Park” Mixture is in all respects the 
best For small plots, of course, digging, trenching, and raking must be done instead of plowing, subsoiling, «nd 
harrowing. In sloping banks it is often necessary to use sod, as the rains wash the soil off before the grass seed has 
time to germinate. It is sometimes even necessary in sodding very steep banks to use pins eight or ten inches 
in length to pin the sods in place, toprevent them from being washed down by excessive rains before the grass roots 
haye had time to fasten in the soil. 

As a guide for the proper quantity to order we may state that one quart of ‘‘ Central Park Lawn Grass,” is 
sufficient to thoroughly sow an area of 20 feet by 15 feet—300 square feet, or to cover an acre, four bushels will be 
required. It should be borne in mind, that in order to produce the best results, grass seed for lawns should be sown 
at least twice as thickly as if sown for hay.
